A 25-year-old woman from 
North York has been ar- 
rested in conjunction with 
a shooting that occurred 
in Mississauga earlier this 
year.

West, and found a male 
who had sustained gunshot 
wounds. 

The victim, 27-year-old 
Raimzhan = Tokhtabayev, 
was transported to hospi- 
tal, but succumbed to his 
injuries. 

On Sept. 12, Adriana Mi- 
Jani, from North York, was 


charged with an accesso- 
ry to murder charge. She 
appared in Brampton on 
Wednesday, Sept. 13. 


The arrest follows those 
of 20-year-old Toronto 
resident Elias Gibb and 
23-year-old Mississauga 
resident Christopher An- 
derson, who were both tak- 
en into custody on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 27 in connection 
with the murder. Both men 
surrendered without inci- 
dent. 


Police say that all three in- 
dividuals charged in the in- 
cident knew each other, but 
the victim was a stranger to 
them.

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Toronto Global chair says GTA bid for Amazon project will benefit entire region, not just Toronto

If the GTA wins a multibil- 
lion-dollar new headquar- 
ters from Amazon, it would 
spread benefits across the 
region, no matter where the 
project finds a home, says the 
business executive hired to 
help lure foreign investors to 
the area. 


In an exclusive interview 
with Peel Daily News, To- 
ronto Global chairnan Mark 
Cohon said the US$5 billion 
headquarters and its po- 
tential 50,000 jobs would 
create “significant econom- 
ic impact” across the GTA, 
whether it’s located in Toron- 
to, Mississauga, Brampton, 
Markham or elsewhere. 


“On the site _ selection, 
you're talking about 50,000 
jobs here,” said Cohon, the 
51-year-old = Chicago-born 
former commissioner of the 
CFL.

“These companies  deliv- 
er across the entire region. 
These businesses will be sup- 
plied by businesses across 
the region. So this will have a 
significant economic impact 
wherever the eventual site is 
selected.” 


Cohon ran the CFL for nine 
years, and has balanced com- 
peting geographic and finan- 
cial interests. 


In his job with Toronto 
Global, hell be doing just 
that -- dealing with the prov- 
ince, Ottawa and the regional 
governments who kicked in 
$19.5 million to set up the in- 
vestment marketing agency 
eight months ago. 


“That’s very much why 
the mayors and chairs ap- 
proached me about this,” Co- 
hon told PDN, shortly after 
finishing a conference call 
with the mayors of Brampton 
and Mississauga on the bid. 


“They wanted someone in 
this role who understands 


business, who has worked 
around the world, lived in 
many different places but 
also understands the nuanc- 
es of how do you work with 
a variety of different parties. 
That’s what I did at the CFL 
for years.” 


Last Thursday, Bonnie 
Crombie, Brampton’s Lin- 
da Jeffrey, Toronto’s John 
Tory and other local mayors 
and leaders of Halton, York 
and Durham approved the 
launch of a GTA-wide bid for 
the Amazon project, with the 
help of the federal and pro- 
vincial governments. 


The bid is due by Oct. 19 and 
will go a long way in “promot- 
ing the collective assets of the 
most dynamic and innovative 
region in the world,” the local 
leaders said in a joint state- 
ment. 


“As the commercial centre 
of the country, this is the 
Toronto region’s opportu- 
nity to showcase our attrac- 
tive regional building sites, 
highlight our expansive and 
rapidly growing technology 
ecosystem, and _ introduce 
the depth and breadth of our 
global talent pool.” 


The GTA bid willl be over- 
seen by the Ontario govern- 
ment, suggesting the prov- 
ince, and Ottawa most likely, 
are prepared to kick in hun- 
dreds of millions -- perhaps 
billions -- in subsidies to lure 
Amazon here. 


Queen’s Park’s point man 
on the file is Ed Clark, the 
retired TD Bank CEO whose 
2015 report on restructuring 
government assets led the 
Wynne Liberals to sell con- 
trol of the Hydro One utility 
last year. 


“Ed Clark and I are tied at 
the hip and right now and 
we're working very closely on 
this,” quipped Cohon. 


Taxpayer-funded tax breaks 
will have to be on the table to 
lure Amazon since the GTA 
bid will compete with offers 
from many U.S. cities, likely 
Chicago, Boston, Charlotte, 
New York and Austin, Tex. 


State governments and the 
Trump administration will 
also lobby Amazon to stay 
home with a potential trump 
card (pardon the pun) -- 
looming corporate tax cuts 
that will save big companies 
billions. 


The giant U.S. e-commerce 
company and other tech or 
advanced manufacturing 
companies already get big 
tax breaks from states where 
they operate so the company 
is used to significant govern- 
ment help for job-creating 
investments. 


In Canada, subsidies to busi- 
nesses have been a divisive 
issue in the past over govern- 
ment aid to Bombardier and 
the 2009 bailout of General 
Motors and Chrysler from 


Ottawa and the province. 


Critics argue that public 
money should not go to mil- 
lionaires, or billionaires like 
Amazon CEO Jeff Bezos, one 
of the richest and most suc- 
cessful businessmen in the 
world. 


Supporters of subsidies to 
business say all governments 
do it in one form or another 
to lure jobs in the highly com- 
petitive global economy. 


One big supporter of the idea 

is Ontario’s Liberal govern- 
ment, which usually puts up 
to 10 per cent of a project’s 
worth in grants for job-creat- 
ing investments in its “part- 
nerships” with business. 


In recent years, much of the 
money for new tech, automo- 
tive and life science jobs have 
come from regional devel- 
opment agencies or the Jobs 
and Prosperity fund run by 
the finance ministry, headed 
by Mississauga South MPP 
Charles Sousa, the province’s 
finance minister. 


Cohon says subsidies help 
but the GTA bid will win out 
on other factors - mainly the 
region’s diversity, tolerance 
and access to global tech tal- 
ent because of Canada’s lib- 
eral immigration policies.

nothing could be further 
from the truth,” he said. 


“Part of the discussion 
needs to take into consid- 
eration the ability of Italian 
nationals and Portuguese 
nationals to go into other 
countries in Europe and 
work. A lot of the young peo- 
ple in Italy, they’re working 
in Belgium, working in the 
UK because of labour mo- 
bility agreements. We don’t 
have those kinds of labour 
mobility agreements with 
those countries.” 


Alexandre says tens of 
thousands of Philippinos, 
Indians, Pakistanis and 
Chinese get on the path to 
citizenship every year while 
the number of Italians and 
Portuguese is in the hun- 
dreds. 


“They're being kept out for 

reasons I can’t understand. 
It’s important for them to 
know what’s going on,” he 
said. 


Alexandre says politics and 
race are coming into play, 
with elected south Asians 
playing powerful roles at 
the federal and provincial 
levels. 


“The politics are changing. 
You can see all the MPs. I’m 
a good friend with all the 
MPs in there but when all 
the MPs and MPPs are all 
brown and there is no more 
diversity and they have a lot 
of power and they work to- 
gether. I have great admi- 
ration for them.” 


Alexandre, an electrician 
and Portuguese immigrant, 
pressed the minister about 
the plight of foreign work- 


“discrimination” at immigration meeting 


ers facing deportation. 


“We need the skilled la- 
bour. The skilled labour is 
being deported. They pay 
taxes like you and me and 
everybody else. We feel that 
it’s not fair for someone be- 
ing deported after having 
kids over here, having a 
family here, having a com- 
pany here. That hurts my 
heart.” 


Alexandre blames language 

requirements introduced 
by the previous government 
for making it more diffi- 
cult for workers who don’t 
speak English or French to 
gain permanent residency. 


“For Canadian citizen, of 
course you need to speak 
English [or French]. For 
permanent residency, it 
shouldn’t be a requirement. 
This is one of the things I 


asked for last year, in May 
in Ottawa. I met with some 
MPs in the House of Com- 
mons. We have to do some- 
thing.” 

The minister told Alexan- 
dre discussions aimed at 
updating the undocument- 
ed worker rules are still go- 
ing on. 


“When you are creating a 
program designed to regu- 
larize people, it’s not some- 
thing you can do in one 
day. There’s a lot of con- 


sultations, not just with the 
community but also within 
government.” 


Hussen also blamed Ita- 
ly and Portugal for being 
unwilling to bring in recip- 
rocal programs that would 
allow Canadians to work in 
those countries for longer 
than they are currently al- 
lowed to do so.

It’s not going away, Premier 
Wynne. 


Opposition by business and 
critics against the govern- 
ment’s minimum wage policy 
will likely intensify this fall 
ahead of the Jan. 1 deadline 
for the first hike to $14. A 
year later it moves to $15, a 
32 per cent jump in just 16 
months.. 

Supporters and opponents 
of the deal have been battling 
in the newspaper opinion 
pages, TV talk panels and 
political back rooms of the 
province for months and 
there’s still bitter feelings 
about the idea. 


Unions love the plan, busi- 
ness hates it. About six in 10 
Ontarians support the idea, 
but that depends on how 


wage hike splits Ontario as business opposition grows 


pollsters ask the question. 

Meanwhile, most econo- 
mists warn it will cut tens of 
thousands of jobs and raise 
the day to day cost of living 
as employers hike prices to 
compensate for higher labour 
costs. 

Last week, Ontario’s finan- 
cial watchdog concluded in 
an assessment that hiking 
the minimum wage to $15 an 
hour from the current $11.40 
could cost the province at 
least 50,000 jobs. 

Still the Liberals are press- 
ing ahead, despite the warn- 
ings of the legislature’s own 
neutral watchdog -- the Fi- 
nancial Accountability Office. 

But that’s because the min- 
imum wage hike is not really 
an economic policy, it’s root- 
ed in politics - specifically 
the timing of the coming pro- 
vincial election next June 7. 


Wynne’s Liberals are in 


third place well behind the 
leading PCs and second-place 
New Democrats so they have 
come up with the same broad 
strategy for next spring’s 
campaign that they followed 
in their surprise 2014 major- 
ity victory. 

In a nutshell, they’re trying 
to outflank the NDP -- but on 
the left. They’re trying to lure 
progressives to the Liber- 
als with NDP-friendly social 
policies. That’s why less than 
a week after NDP Leader 
Andrea Horwath unveiled a 
$475 million plan to provide 
free essential drugs to all On- 
tarians -- the centrepiece of 
her 2018 campaign - Wynne 
and Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa came out with the gov- 
ernment’s own pharmacare 
plan for people under 25 in 
the spring budget. 

Call me cynical, but the tim- 
ing was more than a coinci- 


dence. 


For the PCs and their lead- 
er Patrick Brown, who is in 
a strong position to unseat 
Wynne as premier, the par- 
ty needs to flesh out its own 
minimum wage ideas at their 
November policy conference. 
In the past, Conservatives 
were opposed to anything 
that would hurt the econo- 
my or harm small business 
but Brown is trying to steer 
the PCs to the political centre 
and should articulate a mod- 
ern wage policy that will help 
the working poor. 

On the minimum wage 
Brown’s main beef is the 
pace of change, so he could 
decide to delay implementa- 
tion of the second phase if the 
PCs take power next June or 
stretch the increase out over 
several more years to give 
businesses more time to ad- 
just. 


Or he could promise -- like 
the Wynne government al- 
ready has -- to provide offset- 
ting benefits so business does 
not feel the bite of the mini- 
mum wage hike. 


In Mississauga, the local 
board of trade is dead set 
against the minimum wage 
hike, saying most of its 1,500 
members -- small and big 
companies alike - oppose the 
idea. 

“Government cannot leg- 
islate prosperity,” president 
and CEO David Wojcik wrote 
in a recent op-ed column in 
Peel Daily News. 


“As we look internationally, 
it’s clear that jurisdictions 
that seek to grow their econo- 
my through increased regula- 
tion are left with lower labour 
market participation and 
higher unemployment, espe- 
cially among young people.” 

To me, it’s high time the Lib- 


eral government appoint an 
independent group to over- 
see the policy and decide how 
to raise the minimum wage 
without harming business. 


Other provinces have tack- 
led the issue this way. B.C.’s 
new NDP government won’t 
be moving to $15 an hour un- 
til 2021 but the province just 
set up a new arm’s-length 
Fair Wages Commission to 
devise a pathway to that wage 
level and build consensus for 
the plan. 

A commission like that for 
Ontario would at least take 
politics out of the equation -- 
if you can ever do that in this 
highly polarized province.

Hotel tax could raise $15 million for cash-strapped Mississauga

A proposed hotel tax in 
Mississauga could raise 
up to $15 million a year 
for the cash-strapped city, 
beginning in 2018. 

City council got that fi- 
nancial estimate Wednes-

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day from Ward 9 coun- 
cillor Pat Saito, who said 
a four per cent tax on the 
city’s 10,000 hotel rooms 
could raise more than $15 
million for city coffers. 

“T met with the hotel as- 
sociation last week and 
they advised me our $10 
million estimate is very 
low,” Saito told council at 
its regular meeting. “They 
see in the future that our 


four per cent could be 
more than $15 million.” 
In his April budget, pro- 
vincial Finance Minister 
Charles Sousa, the MPP 
for Mississauga South, 
gave all Ontario cities 
and towns the power 
to impose a hotel tax to 
help them pay for transit 
and other infrastructure 
needs. 


The province, however, 
refused to provide other 
revenue-enhancin: pow 
ers for cities and dee ined 
to extend to all municipal- 
ities the City of Toronto’s 
right to slap its homebuy- 
ers with a municipal land 
transfer tax. 

That tax has been in 
effect in Toronto since 
2008 and raises more 
than $400 million a year 
for the city. 

Mississauga, Bramp- 
ton and other cities have 
lobbied hard to get sim- 
ilar powers but those de- 
mands have consistently 
been rejected by the pro- 
vincial Liberals. 

Saito said provincial reg- 
ulations are now being 
developed on how the ho- 
tel tax would work. Sup- 
porters of the idea say it 
would affect mostly busi- 
ness travellers since many 
of the city’s hotels are in 
the Pearson Airport area. 

“The province is moy- 
ing ahead,” Saito told 
council. “Though we're 
still waiting for the final 
tepuanors we can prob- 
ably start collecting that 


in 2018. It will be remit- 
ted monthly so we would 
have an estimate and staff 
are working on how we 
would collect it, how we 


would add it into the bud- 
get.” 
“It’s going to be one of 


those big question marks 
in the 2018 budget.” 


Under the new regula- 
tions, GTA municipalities 
who decide to impose the 
tax would have to give 
some of the money to 
Tourism Toronto, the re- 
gional tourism marketing 
agency, to spend promot- 
ing Mississauga. 

“We are going to take 
a very hardline” in talks 
with Tourism Toronto on 
revenue sharing the new 
tax, Saito said. 

“We will be making sure 
that the agreement means 
Mississauga’s tourism ini- 
tiatives will get the bulk of 
the money that is gener- 
ated from our hotels, that 
it will be spent in Missis- 
sauga.” 

Like most Canadian cit- 
ies, Mississauga says it 
needs more revenues to 
help pay for transit, roads, 


bridges and other infra- 
structure, which the city 
estimates is worth about 
$8 billion on its books 
and mut be constantly 
upgraded. The city faces a 
$1.5 billion infrastructure 
deficit over the next 20 
years. 

To help pay for that, the 
city has imposed develop- 
ers charges and currently 
has a five per cent infra- 
structure levy on property 
taxpayers. For the average 
homeowner that amounts 
to between $50 and $75 a 
year. 

“We face a major chal- 
lenge managing our infra- 
structure gap, the differ- 
ence between the current 
el ern value of city 
infrastructure and_ the 
value of our capital re- 
serves,” Treasurer Jeff 

Jackson said in the city’s 
2016 financial report. 

“While the infrastructure 
levy helps to lessen this 
challenge, additional rev- 
enue sources that are pre- 
dictable and sustainable 
are needed for the longer 
term.” 
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Brampton to Wynne: Give us more seats on Peel Council now

Brampton’s mayor wants 
Premier Kathleen Wynne 
to “urgently” address her 
city’s need for more seats 
on Peel Regional Council 
ahead of the next election. 


A letter from Linda Jeffrey 
and chief administrative 
officer Harry Schlange, ob- 
tained by Peel Daily News, 
asks for an “urgent” meet- 
ing “to discuss the potential 
legislative changes required 
to ensure our city is fair- 
ly represented at the Re- 
gion of Peel and that these 
changes are made before 
the legislature rises in De- 
cember and enacted prior 
to the 2018 municipal elec- 
tion,” Jeffrey and Schlange 
write. 


Brampton Regional Coun- 
cillor Michael Palleschi says 
the current distribution is 
unfair. 


“IT roughly represent 


around 130,000 people 
at the Region of Peel just 
in the two wards I repre- 
sent, 2 and 6. Mississau- 
ga is somewhere between 
60,000 with some of them 
having around 70,000. It’s 
not fair. It needs to be for 
proper representation at 
the Region of Peel.” 


He says Mississauga, 
which has 12 seats com- 
pared with Brampton’s 7, 
has dragged its feet on the 
issue. 


“We have been getting 

pushback from Mississau- 
ga. Right now the province 
needs to step in and step up 
and make a decision.” 


The regional irritant has 
gone on for decades but be- 
came more heated in recent 
years as Brampton’s popu- 
lation grew rapidly through 
immigration from India 
and other parts of Asia. 


Ward 1 Mississauga coun- 
cillor Jim Tovey agrees 
Brampton should have 


“more representation, obvi- 
ously. They’re growing but 
then you look at Caledon 
and they have as many peo- 
ple as I do in my ward. The 
Mississauga compromise 
that our mayor put forth 
would see Caledon actu- 
ally lose two seats. It’s not 
going to fly but Brampton 
could have supported that 
along with Mississauga and 
we wouldn’t even be having 
this conversation.” 


Crombie’s compromise 
would’ve seen Caledon’s 
seat total drop from five to 
three with Brampton’s in- 
creasing to nine. 


Last fall, the province’s 
Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs released a draft regu- 
lation authorizing Peel to 
raise the size of regional 
council from 24 to 32 elect- 
ed members, or four new 
seats each for Brampton 
and Mississauga. Brampton 
rejected that idea. 


Some on Mississauga’s 


council say increasing the 
overall size of council does 
not have the support of tax- 
payers. 

Brampton, with a popula- 
tion of 600,000, wants all 
of its 11 members to sit at 
the region and complains 
the current governance 
system was set up in 2005, 
when the Flower City had 
only 380,000 people. 


“Premier, our city has 
completely exhausted all 


avenues within the current 
processes to change our 
representation at the Re- 
gion of Peel,” the letter said. 


“The people of Brampton 
cannot wait any longer, we 
need you to act now to do 
what is both right and fair 
for Brampton residents 
and ensure their voices are 
equally represented at the 
Region in time for the 2018 
municipal election.” 


Tovey says it’s too late to 


address the issue before in 
time for the next election. 


“That ship sailed for this 
term. They couldn’t possi- 
bly get a deal done and get 
the implementing legisla- 
tion done in time to actual- 
ly change the composition 
of Regional Council before 
the next elections,” he said. 


Peel council is responsible 
for social housing, infra- 
structure, waste and trans- 
port services.

Mississauga-based cash handler 


Unionized workers at Mis- 
sissauga-based Brink’s Cana- 
da Ltd. in Ontario and British 
Columbia have voted to strike 
the cash handling company 
if they if can’t agree to a new 
contract. 


About 98 per cent of the 
company’s Ontario workers 
in various Unifor locals vot- 
ed to strike to back contract 
demands. In B.C., about 300 
Unifor members support a 
strike call if needed. 


“The physical safety of our 
members is at the core of 
these negotiations so there 
is no question that Unifor is 
prepared to take any and all 
necessary action,” said Unifor 
national president Jerry Dias.

Unifor said the votes send 
a strong message to Brink’s 
Canada ahead of scheduled 
negotiations in B.C. starting 
today and in Ontario on Oct. 
2-6. The company risks si- 
multaneous labour disputes 
in both provinces as workers 
will enter legal strike posi- 
tions on October 15 and 16 
respectively. 


A key dispute involves the 
implementation of the “all 
off” crewing model, where 
the use of two-person crews 
means the driver and mes- 
senger are both forced to dis- 
embark from the vehicle at 


drop-offs and pick-ups, leav- 
ing them vulnerable to attack. 


Unifor said it has long 
pressed the company to elim- 
inate the “all off” model, in- 
stead calling for three-person 
crews to allow the driver to 
stay in the vehicle as a look- 
out. 


Other contentious issues in- 
clude a proposal by Brink’s 
Canada to switch workers 
from a well-funded Defined 
Benefit Pension to a cheaper 
voluntary Defined Contribu- 
tion plan to lower the compa- 
ny’s pension costs. Moreover, 
workers British Columbia 
also lag behind their Ontario 
counterparts financially. 


“Tt’s time for fairness,” said 
Dias. “The company needs 
to come to the table with an 
offer that protects its workers 
both physically and financial- 
ly.”

Commuters in Peel could one day see 
hydrogen-powered GO Trains

Commuters riding to 
Mississauga’s Port Cred- 
it, Clarkson or Dixie sta- 
tions or up to Bramalea or 
Mount Pleasant stops in 
Brampton could one day 
see  hydrogen-powered 
GO trains taking them 
there. 


That’s because Ontar- 
io is electrifying GO rail 
network in the GTA and 
Hamilton area and is 
seeking design concepts 
for hydrogen-powered 
trains as an alternative 
to conventional overhead 
wires. 


In planning _ electrifi- 
cation, Ontario’s tran- 
sit agency, Metrolinx, is 
carrying out a feasibility 
study on the use of hy- 
drogen fuel cells to power 
electric motors on each 
train. 


The electrification proj- 
ect is part of the Liberals’ 
$21-billion multi-year 
plan to upgrade and ex- 
pand the GO network and 
reduce the number of die- 
sel-fuelled locomotives to 
cut air pollution and re- 
duce greenhouse gases. 


“Electrifying GO rail ser- 
vice is a major step for- 
ward for public transit in 


our province,” says Steven 
Del Duca, provincial Min- 
ister of Transportation. 


“The work we are doing 
on electrification today 
represents a_ significant 
investment that will im- 
pact Ontarians for gener- 
ations. It is critical that we 
get it right. I look forward 
to reviewing the results 
of the hydrail feasibility 
study.” 


The province has asked 
several rail vehicle man- 
ufacturers to prepare de- 
signs and to demonstrate 
the impact that incorpo- 
rating hydrogen fuel cells 
into double-decker trains 
would have on the perfor- 
mance of the GO rail net- 
work. 


Such a system is called an 

Electrical Multiple Unit, 
or EMU, train, made up 
of many self-propelled 
carriages linked together 
and not requiring a sepa- 
rate locomotive. 


Such systems already op- 
erate around the world 
-- include the Heathrow 
Flyer in the UK, the AGV 
in France and the TTC’s 
Toronto Rocket subway 
trains. 

Fuel cells] produce elec- 
tricity through a chemi- 
cal reaction, but without 


combustion. They convert 
hydrogen and oxygen into 
water, and create electric- 
ity in the process. 


Del Duca said the hydrail 

feasibility study is slat- 
ed to close by the end of 
the year, and a decision 
on whether to go ahead 
with such a system will 
be made after that, likely 
next year. 


“This announcement is a 
critical step to helping us 
understand the possibili- 
ties of using hydrail on our 
network,” said Robert Sid- 
dall, acting president and 
CEO of Metrolinx, which 
runs the GO network. 


“This procurement pro- 
cess will allow Metrolinx 
to identify partners with 
bi-level EMU experience 
and capacity to integrate a 
hydrogen fuel cell system 
into their bi-level EMU 
products.” 


Metrolinx is developing 
transit projects across the 
GTA, including the $1.4 
billion Hurontario LRT 
connecting Port Cred- 
it to Brampton and the 
18-kilometre Mississau- 
ga Transitway corridor of 
dedicated bus lanes run- 
ning along Highway 403 
and Eglinton Ave. 


Medical Tech firm cleared to sell device for stroke sufferers 


Mississauga’s MyndTec Inc., 
a private medical technology 
company, has been cleared 
in the United States to sell its 
device to help people who have 
suffered strokes and other 
debilitating illnesses move their 
paralyzed arms. 


The company, headquartered 
on Argentia Road in north 
Mississauga, said it can now 
start to sell its MyndMove 
device used to treat of arm and 
hand paralysis caused by stroke 
or spinal cord injury. 


“This is a major milestone in 


the evolution of our company,” 
said MyndTec founder Dr. 
Milos Popovic. 


“We are delighted that we can 
now offer this life-changing 
therapy to patients in the U.S. 
with upper extremity paralysis.” 


The company intends to 
launch a pilot project for the 
product in the U.S. following 
earlier approval from Health 
Canada for the Canadian 
market. 


MyndMove Therapy is an 
electric stimulation therapy 


that can be used by therapists to 
help patients with upper limb 
paralysis to improve voluntary 
control of their arms and hands. 


MyndTec is a nine-year-old 
company formerly known as 
Simple Systems. 


The company was set up to 
commercialize technology 
developed by Popovic and 
fellow doctors at the Toronto 
Rehabilitation Institute and the 
Institute of Biomaterials and 
Biomedical Engineering at the 
University of Toronto.

Mississauga seeks public input on 2018 budget

Residents of Mississauga 
can complain all they want 
about tax hikes and user 
fee increases but they’re 
being given the chance to 
influence the city’s 2018 
budget decisions this fall. 


The city is encouraging 
residents to try its budget 
allocator, explore the city’s 
budget website, join in a 
telephone budget session, 
request a group meeting or 
attend a budget committee 
meeting as the financial 
blueprint is put together 
over the next three months. 
Mississauga’s online bud- 
get allocator is available at 
mississauga.ca/budget and 
allows residents to choose

their preferred spending 
option on 12 city services 
that drive the budget -- 
from transit and roads to 
fire and emergency services 
and recreation programs. 


Residents can use the al- 
locator to test different 
penne options and then 
choose one for each service 
area. 


Results from the allocator 
received by Nov. 1 will be 
shared with the city’s bud- 
get committee Nov. 20 and 
will influence its budget 
recommendations. 


“The budget allocator is a 
simple way for residents to 
learn more about what City 
services cost, how property 
tax dollars are spent and

to tell us about their pri- 
orities,” says Jeff Jackson, 
Mississauga’s director of 
finance. “It is an oppor- 
tunity to think about and 
share their priorities and 
get peo le involved in their 
citys business planning 
and budgeting process.” 


Mississauga is struggling 
with a potential property 
tax hike and other revenue 
enhancements that could 
be unpopular with some 
of the city’s households, so 
local politicians are trying 
to get consensus on which 
tax changes are most pal- 
atable. 


The 2016 Mississauga fi- 
nancial report noted user 
charges last year were 
$245.2 million, an increase 


of $53.2 million from 2015 
so a similar hike for 2018 
would irritate some tax- 
payers. 


City finance officials had 
proposed a three per cent 
property tax hike for next 
year but Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie wants that low- 
ered to close to two per 
cent -- though that would 
involve some unpopular 
spending cuts. 


Jackson said _ residents 
can also participate in one 
of three telephone budget 
sessions taking place’ -- 
Oct. 4, (city-wide), Oct. 18 
(Wards 2 and 6) and Oct. 
26 (Wards 3 and 4). 


“The telephone budget 
sessions provide a great 
opportunity to hear from 
the city’s senior leaders 
about the budget,” he add- 
ed. “ A random selection 
of residents will receive a 
call with an invitation in 
advance to attend one of 
the upcoming _ sessions, 
followed by another call 
on the day of the session. 
Anyone who does not wish 
to participate can simply 
hang up.”

With the guidance and 
support of Barrie She- 
pley and most recently 
California pro triathlon 
coach Paulo Souza, Tay- 
lor has steadily moved 
up the ranks from a local 
competitor to one that 
is a potential podium 
finisher at world class 


meets. 


During his rise to prom- 
inence, he experimented 
with a number of dis- 
tances but has settled on 
the 70.3 event, essentally 
a half-ironman distance 
comprising a 2k open 
water swim, 90k bike 
race followed by a 21.1 k 
Tun. 


This distance suits Tay- 
lor best because swim- 
ming is not his strongest 
event. 


“T tried the — short- 
er events,” comments 
Reid, “but I found that 
I was well back in the 
swim and I did not have 
enough time to catch the 
leaders on the bike and 
run. When I moved up 
to the longer distance 
it gave me time to run 
down the leaders.” 


Role models are import- 
ant to budding athletes, 
and Taylor is no excep- 
tion. He credits Ancast- 
er’s John Rasmussen and 
Caledon’s Sean Bechtel 
and Andrew Yorke as 
people who gave him in- 
spiration. 

Famed Kenyan Olym- 
pic runner and current 
Chairman of the Kenyan 


Olympic Committee Kip 
Keino once stated that 
the will to win is nothing 
if you don’t have the will 
to train. 


Taylor Reid’s training 
regime is nothing short 
of amazing. He trains 6 
days week for as much 
as 5-6 hours a day. This 
often includes up to an 
hour of running, 90 min- 
utes in the pool or lake 
and a 2-3 hour bike ride 
covering up to 100k. 


He augments this with 
track work once per 
week, a good massage, 
some yoga and a moder- 
ate amount of stretching 
to stay loose. 


To date, Taylor has had 
podium finishes at the 
2015 and 2016 Mount 
Tremblant 70.3 as well 
as victories at Silverman 
Nevada, Victoria BC and 
Puerto Rico. 


Not unlike most ath- 
letes, Taylor has had 
to overcome personal 
challenges in his life. In 
Grade 2, he was diag- 
nosed with dyslexia. 


He had trouble reading 
and writing which affect- 
ed his confidence and his 
ability to learn.

Over time, he has de- 
veloped tools and tech- 
niques to work around 
the disability and is now 
a spokesperson for the 
Ontario branch of the 
International Dyslexia 
Association.

es. 


Taylor has no plans as 
yet for his life after tri- 
athlon, but he is interest- 
ed in cooking and may 
one day become a chef.

The parody of becoming a 
proprietor comes at break- 
neck speed; there is nothing 
“small” about a small busi- 
ness. 


The dream, a haunting de- 
sire, manifests from a per- 
sonal duty to a neighborhood 
obligation until it is realized. 
It greatly subsidizes our econ- 
omy — more than 1/4 of the 
GDP is the direct result of 
small Canadian businesses — 
and accommodates millions 
of jobs (over 5,000,000). 


Being an entrepreneur, how- 
ever, “is not for the faint of 
heart, no ma’am” (gilded ad- 
vice offered to me once I exe- 
cuted my own grand opening). 


So, why has “supporting” lo- 
cal businesses gone from the 
necessity of our forefathers’ 
trading posts, to sounding 
more like a charity event? 


I get it. Online or big-box 
shopping is the ambition of 
human design; it’s cheaper, 
and convenient, with luring 
coupons and Air Miles re- 
wards. 


But, let’s be honest; some- 
where deep within the psyche 
is a vital yearning for the local 
tribe, that human connection; 
to talk directly with those 
grinding your coffee beans, 
and servicing your car — not to 
mention that win-win feeling 
when you've just paid the self- 
made plumber. 


About 150,000 new small 
businesses are created each 
year in this country; and 1 in 
10 Canadians own a small 
business. I was one of ten. 


It was the best of times (cross 
that dream off my bucket-list), 
it was the worst of times, and 
it really was the Tale of Two 
Cities (well, villages). 


Our small business (41-4 em-

ployees... and that included 
my business partner and I) 
was east of Hurontario, on the 
Lakeshore, in Port Credit, and 
like every major city out there, 
the east side is the wrong side 
of the tracks. 


Particularly if your establish- 
ment is very modern and full 
of perishables that must be 
sold within 72 hours. (I was 
a florist, servicing elite wed- 
dings, events, workshops). 


Now, that’s not to say the 
east side is run-down. On the 
contrary; it is clean, green, 
accessible and promising. I 
even live there; it is where I 
raise my young family. But 
the landscape changed when 
I transitioned from mother to 
shop owner. 


On the flip side of the open 
sign, the east is dormant, 
joyless and aloof. Sparse foot 
traffic was liquidating our 
dreams and livelihoods; steep 
rents, antagonizing competi- 
tion and operation costs were 
sending us packing. 


By contrast, the west side’s 
goods, 
ers and retailers thrive with 
browsers, diners and spend- 
ers, pollinating each other 
with business and glutinous 
shopping. Social and commu- 
nity events positioned there 
intensify this.

There were only two ways to 
respond: remain oblivious, or 
regard this much as you would 
a sibling rivalry. 


There was nothing we didn’t 
try to keep those doors open; 
advertising, promotions, local 
fundraising, meet and greets 
with local artisans, and design 
classes. 


We gave to a community that 
didn’t give back until we could 
give no more. 


Orders were coming in on- 
line, and we were able to work 


on location, so the decision 
was made to stop paying over- 
head for the storefront, and 
just like that, another com- 
mercial expiry date was one 
and the same with the lease. 


Other pending factors have 
sent the retail vultures to cir- 
cle these skies; the Trinity Dis- 
trict development to the east, 
and the Landmark Waterfront 
development on the west end 
will start to siphon shoppers 
to the plaza and micro-mall 
services, but small merchants 
en route will go unnoticed. 


If you successfully make 
it through all local impedi- 
ments, you now have to battle 
your business through the dis- 
incentives at the federal stage. 


With increases coming swift- 
ly to minimum wage (from 


$11.40 currently to $14.00/hr i 


on January ist); it’s not diffi- 
cult to speculate how this new 
payroll will affect employers, 
employees (fewer hours), and, 
ultimately, customer service. 


Lastly, and vastly, are anx- 
ieties over the recent liberal 
tax proposals, and the punch 
entrepreneurs may have to 
stomach from that. The am- 
bition of one proposal is to go 
after income sprinkling with- 
in a family business, and the 
other, would target passive 
income to be taxed twice. 


Without understanding how, 
or how much, shopkeepers 
are already bracing for retail 
disfigurement and going into 
self-preservation mode.

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Peel Region focused on shipping sector 
strategic plan, says regional chair

Since late 2014, I have 
been Peel Region chair and 
have gained an even greater 
appreciation of both the vi- 
tal role the Region plays in 
serving its 1.4 million resi- 
dents and the quality and 
dedication of the region- 
al staff who carry out the 
work. 

Beginning with this col- 
umn, I intend to offer 
semi-regular contributions 
to this publication to help 
elaborate on issues affect- 
ing our residents; some of 
the services we provide; and 
our efforts to engage resi- 
dents and interested parties 
in determining, developing 
and enacting meaningful 
programs and policies in 
pursuit of our objectives. 


Many of you will be aware 
that Peel Region consists of 
three municipal jurisdic- 
tions: the City of Mississau- 
ga; the City of Brampton; 
and the Town of Caledon -- 
collectively the second larg- 
est jurisdiction in Ontario. 


Peel Regional Council’s key 
priority is infrastructure in 
it various forms, from af- 
fordable housing and com- 
munity hubs to water and 
waste water systems, emis- 
sions and healthy commu- 
nity design. 

The issue I want to discuss 
in transportation — infra- 
structure, the movement of 
goods and road and high- 
way maintenance and de- 
velopment.). 


Transportation Infrastruc- 
ture is a good starting point 
for a number of reasons. 
The issue of the critical 
need to invest in new infra-

structure to meet the Re- 
gion’s growth projections 
has been well reported. 
Last month, the annual 
meeting of the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontar- 
io, where municipal lead- 
ers including Peel Region 
mayors advocated for an 
increase in the HST to help 
pay for a those infrastruc- 
ture needs. 


While these discussions 
and debates will and must 
continue, we also need to 
look at ways to maximize 
the use of the infrastructure 
we currently have. 


Towards that end, Peel 
Region has established an 
effective working group 
known as the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force. 


The task force is com- 
prised of staff from the Re- 
gion’s Transportation Divi- 
sion, members of regional 
council and their staffs, and 
relevant stakeholders rep- 
resenting all elements of 
the road user community. 


I serve as chair of the 
task force and my coun- 
cil colleague, Mayor Allan 
Thompson of Caledon was 
instrumental in the estab- 
lishment of this body. Last 
May, Regional Council 
approved the second Peel 
Region Goods Movement 
Strategic Plan (2017-2021). 


This strategic plan and the 

issue of goods movement, 
in general, factored heav- 
ily in the extensive brief- 
ing material that the Peel 
Region delegation brought 
with them to the AMO con- 
ference last month. 


Given its central location 
and proximity to the U.S. 
border, the Region of Peel 
is a significant goods move- 
ment hub for the Greater 


Toronto Hamilton Area 
(GTHA), as well as the 
province and the country. 


About $1.8 billion worth 
of goods move within and 
through Peel every day and 
68,000 vehicles transport 
goods daily. The Peel road 
network serves almost half 
a million truck trips week- 
ly, one-half of the over 
950,000 weekly truck trips 
in Ontario. 


Goods movement depen- 
dent industries represent 
four in every nine jobs in 
Peel Region and $49 billion 
in GDP. Furthermore, these 
jobs, in turn, create $29 bil- 
lion in labour income. How- 
ever, the resulting conges- 
tion in Peel and beyond is 
estimated to cost the GTHA 
$6 billion annually in lost 
economic activity. 


This economic loss trans- 
lates into compromised 
productivity, not to men- 
tion the impact on quality 
of life due to extended com- 
muting time and environ- 
mental considerations. 


To address these matters 
the Task Force has identi- 
fied and is realizing a num- 
ber of objectives which in- 
clude: 


-- The enhancement of 
goods movement and logis- 
tics planning coordination; 


-- Adapting to advance- 
ments in the e-commerce 
shift; 

-- Extending and encour- 
aging the use of Longer 
Combination Vehicles 
(LCVs); 


-- The pursuit of alter- 
native fuels and fuel ef- 
ficiency initiatives — this 
complements the Region’s 
Environmental Infrastruc- 
ture priorities as well; and 


-- Increasing the capac- 
ity of existing infrastruc- 
ture through feasible off- 
peak freight deliveries (as 
currently, the Region has 
launched an off-peak deliv- 
ery pilot project to provide 
relief during the most con- 
gested hours). 


Included in the objectives 
outlined in the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force 
Strategic Plan is the re- 
quirement that Peel Region 
continues to aggressively 
demonstrate and advance 
Peel’s national role and im- 
portance in freight fluidity. 


While not specific to the 
strategic plan, one hopeful 
outcome of advancing this 
objective would result in 
a complementary benefit: 
that being the provincial 
approval of the long ad- 
vocated and long await- 
ed Greater Toronto Area 


(GTA) West Highway. 


While the Strategic Plan 
looks to optimize existing 
infrastructure, the Re- 
gion fully recognizes that 
options such as widening 
existing roads is not a suf- 
ficient or long term solu- 
tion to meet the demands 
of future growth. With that 
understanding, Peel Region 
strongly advocates for the 
development of the GTA 
West — a new 400 series 
highway. 

If developed, the new high- 
way should: 


-- Include alternative 
transportation modes 
(again, consistent with our 
environmental priorities); 


-- Complete long range 
transportation and land use 
planning in Brampton and 
Caledon; 


-- Complete an integrated 


highway network by con 
necting to Highway 410 an¢ 
Highway 427; 

Relief congestion on exist 
ing routes; and 


-- Divert traffic that should 
be accommodated on a pro 
vincial highway from re 
gional roads.
